Garbage men to end strike 
It's inside. 
A breath of fresh air for New York

The agreem ent cam e after 
the city declared a "p a rtial" 
health hazard, obtained a court 
order against the walkout and 
faced growing problem s that

The m ayor’s announcem ent 
said the m en would return to 


work pending final action in Al­ 
bany on the city’s request for 
additional taxing powers that 
could restore som e of the 19,000 
city jobs cut because of the 
budget crisis. 
John DeLury, head of the 
Uniformed Sanitationm en’s As­ 
sociation, said his union would 
post $1.6 million to cover any 
losses the city might sustain by 
returning all his men to work 
and then not getting enough 
money to pay for all of tnem. 
The 
announcem ent 
said 
"there is still a probability of 
layoffs" and added that union 
and city officials would look to 
the federal governm ent for ad­ 
ditional funding. DeLury said 
"all" the 10,600 striking sani­ 


tationm en 
would 
return 
to 
work. 
A tentative agreem ent was 
reached in Albany W ednesday 
night on a new tax power pack­ 
age and final language was 
being worked out today.

"It's difficult at this time to 
assess the full extent of this de­ 
cision," said Dr. Derek Hughes, 
associate state director of adult 
psychiatry. "But I'd Imagine 
there will be some cases where 
persons will be released." 
The Supreme Court ruled In a 
Florida 
case 
that 
mental 
patients not dangerous to them­ 
selves or others cannot be con­ 
fined against their will without 
receiving treatment. 
While that specific point will 


pose no problem In Missouri 
since all patients involuntarily 
confined have for some time re­ 
ceived treatment for their Ill­ 
ness, Hughes said the possibly 
broader Implication of the rul­ 
ing 
is 
what 
could 
cause 
changes 
in 
current 
mental 
health operations in Missouri. 
"The opinion leaves a num­ 
ber of questions that have to be 
resolved before any real action 
can be taken." commented de­ 
partment 
attorney 
Richard 
Ashby. 
Ashby, 
along 
with 
Hughes and other officials, plan 


an intense review of the deci­ 
sion to determine what specific 
effect It will have. 
The court said there was no 
need in the Florida case to de­ 
termine whether a state can 
confine a mental patient who is 
not dangerous to himself or oth­ 
ers for the sole purpose of re­ 
ceiving treatment. But It also 
suggested that such a patient 
could not be confined merely to 
treat him. 
"Those two statements seem 
to be contradictory to me,” 
Hughes commented.

WHEREARE MY 
FILES? - PART II 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Having 
applied to the CIA, FBI, IRS and 
State Department for any files 
they had on me under the 
Freedom of Information Act, I 
waited anxiously for them 
to 
arrive. The first envelope, after 
a 20day wait, came from the 
CIA. I must say I was 
disap­ 
pointed because I expected a 
much bulkier package. After all, 
I had been stationed abroad for 
14 years in Paris and I assumed 
they had kept daily track of all 
my activities. 
It turns out it was terribly 
meager pickings. The first item 
was a report from the Soviet 
Uni (Hi quoting a Moscow radio 
station 
quoting me 
about 
something 
innocuous 
I had 
written about the CIA in my 
column. I only received one 
mention in 
the 
three-page 
memorandum which was hardly 
worth the price of the Xeroxed 
pages. 
The second piece of paper in 
the file was a memorandum 
from Cord Meyer Jr. dated June 
9,1964. At that time Meyer’s title 
was Chief of Covert Action Staff. 
I knew Meyer worked for the 
CIA but I wasn’t sure what he 
did. We used to meet at parties 
and I was always sounding off 
about one thing or another just to 
make it look as if I knew 
something. 
From the memo it appeared 
that Meyer had had a con­ 
versation with Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy and myself. 
Meyer’s 
conversation with 
McCarthy had been omitted, but 
mine was reported. It said “Mr. 
Buchwald added that it was his 
feeling that the policy control 
over the agency was not as close 
as it should be. He cited as an 
extreme example the claim of 
the Cuban exiles in the recent 
“Bay ofPigs” that they had been 
encouraged to proceed with the 
invasion even if the White House 
issued contrary orders. I stated 
that 
I 
was 
not personally 
familiar with the Cuban events, 
but it was my clear un- 
derstandingthat no such in­ 
citement to mutiny had ever 
been officially authorized, and 
that it was inconceiveable to 
think that it had been.” 
That was it! My entire CIA 
file. One lousy mention of the 
Soviet radio and a stupid con­ 
versation at a party with one of 
the agency’s chief spooks when I 
was probably quoting Time or 
Newsweek magazine. Either the 
CIA had no interest in my ac­ 
tivities or they had held back 
everything from the folder and 
sent me a few cigar ashes. 


I was : iartbroken. If I had 
known 
CordMeyer 
Jr. 
was 
reporting back to headquarters 
on what he heard at parties I 
sure as hell would have come up 
with something more interesting 
than some idle gossip about the 
Bay of Pigs. 
To add insult to injury, the 
next day I received a letter from 
the Internal Revenue Service 
which said: “Please be advised 
that we checked the indices of 
the former Special Service Staff 
andthe 
Baltim ore 
D istrict 
Intelligence 
Gathering 
and 
Retrieval System. These indices 
failed to disclose the existence of 
any record relating to Art Buch­ 
wald.” 
I couldn’t believe it. Here I 
was, on e of the foremost critics 
of the Johnson and Nixon ad­ 
ministrations, 
and 
the 
IRS 
claimed it didn’t have one piece 
of derogatory paper on me. 
Before I could digest this I 
heard from Barbara Ennis at 
the State Department. She in­ 
formed me that if I sent a check 
for $21.50, she would send me 
everything the State Depart­ 
ment had about me. I im­ 
mediately dispatched $21.50 and 
waited breathlessly for the files. 
It arrived a week later. I’m 
almost ashamed to tell you what 
was irv-it. There were six Xeroxed 
copies of my 
passport ap­ 
plications over the past 26 years 
and a letter from George Ball 
asking me if I would like to have 
lunch with him sometime. You’ll 
have to admit that isn’t much to 
show for someone who has 
knocked 
the 
heck 
out of 
American foreign policy for a 
quarter of a century. 


So there you have it. In spite of 
the Freedom of Information Act, 
it’s obvious no one in the 
government wants to tell me 
what they really have in their 
files on me. The big question is 
why? Is the stuff so hot that no 
one will take the responsibility 
for releasing it? Or perhaps the 
true files are in still another 
computer which the CIA, IRS 
and State Department don’t 
know about. I can’t believe 
someone who has had as ex­ 
citing and meaningful a life as I 
have would be so totally ignored 
by 
the intelligence-gathering 
agencies of the United States. 
My only ace in the hole is that 
I still haven’t 
heard from 
Clarence Kelley at the FBI. 
Knowing J. Edgar Hoover’s 
penchant for details, I’m certain 
when the FBI sends over its files 
on me, it’ll have to deliver them 
in a U-Haul. I can hardly wait, 
because I want to see if the 
FBI’s reports on my sex life are 
as terrific as mine.

If we are reading the signs 
right, few 
subjects on the

WASHINGTON - Yesterday 
we reported that Philippine 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
offered a former confidant, 
Primitivo Mijares, a $50,000 
bribe not to 
tell the U.S. 
Congress what he knows about 
corruption in the Philippines. 
Today we can reveal the story 
that Marcos tried to cover up. It 
is another Watergate scandal, 
Philippine version - a story of 
high crimes and misdemeanors, 
ranging from abuse of power to 
misuse of government funds. 
The story is told in a 24-page 
memo, which Mijares submitted 
to 
the 
House 
International 
Organizatinos subcommittee. In 
the memo, he freely confesses 
his own dirty work for Marcos. 
The memo details how Marcos 
won re-election in 1969 using 
some of the same tactics that 
Richard Nixon picked up in 1972. 
Mijares describes the Marcos 
campaign 
as 
“the dirtiest 
election 
ever 
held 
in 
the 
Philippines.” 
Marco6 used “goons, guns and 
gold,” 
his former confidant 
charges, to win the 1969 election. 
The strategy was to create an 
atmosphere 
of 
disturbance, 
which called for Marcos’ strong 
hand to control. 
The 
Philippine 
president, 
according to the memo, “had 
military personnel infiltrate the 
ranks of demonstrators to ex­ 
plode bombs in their midst and 
to instigate the demonstrators 
into 
committing 
acts 
of 
violence.” 
Philippine 
air 
force 
in­ 
filtrators 
allegedly 
lobbed 
“heavy explosives in front of the 
(U.S.) consular offices,” and 
“armed forces psychological 
warfare 
units” 
conducted 
bombing on Manila’s water 
system , city 
hall and the 
bathroom of the Constitutional 
Convention. The violence was 
“later blamed by Mr. Marcos on 
the Maoist People’s Army.” 
The incidents that Marcos 
secretly encouraged, Mijares 


alleges, 
had 
their 
innocent 
victims. When a bomb exploded 
inside a department store, for 
example, '“a family man who 
was buying a gift for a child 
observing 
its 
birthday 
was 
blown to bits.” A conscience- 
stricken police sergeant later 
confessed he had planted the 
bomb “on superior orders,” 
claims Mijares. 
To improve his press notices, 
Marcos 
allowed 
“heavy 
borrowings from the Philippine 
Bank,” according to the memo, 
so a toady could buy up a 
“media empire.” Allegedly, the 
pro-Marcos 
media 
even 
collected “part of their salaries 
... from the president’s con­ 
tingent fund.” 
These tactics worked so well, 
charges Mijares, that the re­ 
elected Marcos continued using 
them to take over dictatorial 
power. Under the Philippine 
constitution, 
Marcos 
was 
limited to two terms, but he had 
no intention of retiring. 
He continued to whip up a 
crisis fever. He staged “a 
supposed landing of combat 
weapons,” for example, “along 
the coast of Digoyo.” Mijares 
claims 
the 
weapons 
were 
planted by “a special operations 
group of trusted military men,” 
but Marcos loudly blamed “a 
foreign power” and “Maoist 
guerrillas.” 
There was also a faked am­ 
bush, 
Mijares 
charges, 
in­ 
volving a Philippine official’s 
car. By exploiting these ind- 
cidents, Marcos had the country 
psychologically ready for his 
proclamation of martial law. 
With 
a 
great 
show 
of 
benevolence, he proclaimed a 
so-called “smiling martial law.” 
He quickly restored order and 
gave the citizenry respite from 
turmoil. But he also closed down 
opposition 
newspapers 
and 
jailed recalcitrant editors and 
rivals. 
Marcos asked a Constitutional 
Convention to put a stamp of 
legitimacy 
upon 
his 
dic­ 
tatorship. 
But 
when 
the 
delegates showed a little in­ 
dependence, the memo states, 
he “caused the arrest and 
detention in military stockades 
of delegates” , 
and “bribed 


floor leaders of the convention 
with money and favors.” 
To make doubly sure the 
convention gave Marcos the 
powers 
he wanted, 
alleges 
Mijares, 
the 
results 
“were 
manufactured 
by 
a 
group 
headed 
by the 
president’s 
favorite 
brother-in-law, Gov. 
Benjamin Romualdez.” 


Mijares 
had 
personal 
knowledge that the convention 
vote was rigged, he writes, 
because “I was a member of 
that group.” Just as John Dean 
later confessed his role in the 
Nixon 
scandals, 
Mijares 
describes how he ordered the 
takeover of a newspaper, in­ 
vestigated an Associated Press 
reporter, 
prepared 
phony 
stories on revolutionaries and 
committed other outrages on 
Marcos’ orders. 
The Mijares memo then tells 
how Marcos’ “military regime 
has gone absolutely corrupt.” 
The dictator parcelled out to his 
cronies the licenses to smuggle 
in luxury goods and to smuggle 
out sugar, copra, lumber and 
cement, 
charges 
Mijares. 
Military supporters have been 
given 
fabulously 
lucrative 
rackets in Manila to run as they 
please, he adds. 
Through front men, according 
to Mijares, Marcos has taken 
over 
agricultural 
lands 
in 
northern Luzon, the Visaysas 
and 
Mindanao. 
He 
also 
allegedly 
controls 
oil con­ 
cessions, 
a 
huge 
export 
business, a free trade zone in 
Mariveles and even a claim on 
some 
buried 
World 
Warll 
Japanese treasure in the Sierra 
Madre. 


Mijares 
also 
claims that 
Marcos has misused some of the 
$100 million in U.S. aid he gets 
each year. The greatest part of 
U.S. medical aid, for example, 
“goes 
to the 
United Drug 
Company, the biggest phar­ 
maceutical firm in the country, 
which is owned by a front man of 
the 
president,” 
alleges 
the 
memo. 
Yet the U.S.StateDepartment, 
swears Mijares, has thwarted 
Marcos’ democratic opponents 
by supporting “the Philippine 
martial regime.”

out-of-pocket cost to patients- 
frequently leaves the im­ 
pression that no progress has 
been made under the U.S. 
medical 
system 
toward 
achieving a workable method of 
protecting families and 
in­ 
dividuals against die danger of 
ruinously 
high hospital and 
medical expenses. As a matter 
of simple truth, a great deal of 
progress has been made. 
Studies 
conducted 
by the 
National 
Cento* 
for 
Health 
Statistics, a branch of the U.S. 
Public Health Service, reveal 
some interesting figures on 
personal out-of-pocket medical 
spending. These figures include 
payments made by the con­ 
sumer for his own care, but 
exclude any payments in his 
behalf by insurance companies, 
employers, public agencies or 
other third parties. Nearly 88 
percent 
of the 
household 
population experienced some 
out-of-pocket outlays in 1970 for 
medical services or health in­ 
surance. About 12 percent had 
no 
out-of-pocket 
costs 
and 
average out-of-pocket spending 
for persons with costs was $209. 
Nearly W p ta e n t of all persons 
under age 65 were covered by 


private hospital insurance in 
1970, while nearly everyone over 
65 was covered by Medicare. 
Average out-of-pocket spending 
among persons who incurred 
personal expenses for physician 
care was $80. The average 
health insurance payment per 
insured family member was $73- 
-exclusive of any portion of 
insurance coverage paid by an 
employer or other third party. 
Judging by these figures, the 
U.S. health care system in view 
of the inflated costs with which 
doctors and hospitals have been 
confronted, has been and is 
doing an impressive job of 
meeting the requirements of an 
evermore demanding society.

Labor’s Conglomerate: See 
Strong ‘New Breed’ Launching 
Unionizing campaigns across 
South 


NEW YORK - Some of next 
year’s home-front headlines - 
small ones at first, then bigger, 
blacker and bolder - will be in 
the making in Jaj)an these 
coming weeks. 
It’s 
starting 
queitly enough, as do so many 
fast-breaking 
news 
stories 
which seemingly spring out of 
nowhere: 
a 
delegation of 
American needle, garment and 
textile union leaders are en 
route to visit their Japanese 
counterparts - Zen Zen Domei 
chiefs. 
Leaders of 
two of those 
American unions, the historic 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America (ACWA) and the 
once turbulent Textile Workers 
Union of America (TWUA) will 
gather over tea, ternpuraand hot 
towels to put the finishing 
touches on their merger talks. 
On their return, leaders of 
these unions will go to the bigger 
12-man inter-union m erger 
committee and then 
to the 
executive boards. Finally to 
their conventions. Then, say 
insiders, there will be a new 
garment-textile union some 600, 
000 strong. 
For old-timers this marks the 
end of an era; the passing of 
the life and death image and 
shadow of Sidney Hillman, who 
was as familiar in Franklin 
Roosevelt’s Oval Office as in a 
pants cutters’ shop. It was 
Sidney Hillman, 
the late 
AC WA president, who was so 
politically powerful he became 
the legend of “clear 
it with 
Sidney.” Meaning FDR wanted 
things handled 
through this 
men’s clothing union chief just 
as Jack Kennedy did through 
Bobby. 
To 
today’s 
cause-oriented 
young people the ACWA is the 
union of the long multi-million 
dollar Farah pants boycott and 
strike which shook he U.S. and 
parts of Europe several years 
ago, as does Cesar Chavez’s so- 
called boycott today. 
To the trend-watchers, the 
m erger 
signals 
the 
long- 
expected unionization drive on 
the multi-billion dollar “soft 
goods” 
(textile) and men’s 
garment industries in the South 
and Southwest USA as well as 
the low cost factories of Latin 
America and Asia. 
There’s far-flung 
political, 
organizational 
and 
financial 
significance here in the merger 
of these two New York-based 
unions. Not the least of which is 
their willingness to blend their 
identitites at a moment when 
you could get a hot anvil heaved 
at you for suggesting that the 
International Union of Jour­ 
neymen Horseshoers of the 
United States and Canada (AFL- 
CIO) merge its 390 members 


with the United Steelworkers of 
A m erica’s 
(AFL-CIO) 
i.4 
million members. Even the 19- 
m e m b e r 
I n te r n a tio n a l 
Association of Siderographers 
(AFL-CIO) has a national office 
of its own over in New Jersey. 
Not too many unions or their 
chiefs are willing to surrender 
their 
identity, 
prestige and 
perquisites of national office. 
The tem peram ental A. F. 
Grospiron, president of the Oil, 
Chemical and Atomic Workers 
International Union (AFL-CIO), 
the other day sullenly walked 
out 
of 
virtually completed 
merger talks with Pete Bom- 
m arito’s 
United 
Rubber 
Workers. Both unions are out of 
the 
old 
W alter 
Reuther 
revolutionary CIO days. 
Even 
the 
m elodram atic 
Screenactors Guild (AFL-CIO) 
and the American Federation of 
Television and Radio Artists are 
waltzing each other around the 
merger table talks in jerks like 
an old Charlie Chaplin two 
reeler. 
It can therefore be correctly 
assumed that the men’s clothing 
workers and textile union chiefs 
are 
dynamically 
motivated. 
Certainly the top four men in 
these negotiation aren’t yet the 
national or global headliners 
their predecessors were. But 
neither were their predecessors 
when 
they 
started 
long 
generations ago. 
But mark their names well. 
They are Murray Finley, ACWA 
president, and Jack Sheinkman, 
its secretary-treasurer. Inside 
labor they are a new breed. 
They are lawyers. And young by 
the 
movement’s 
standards. 
Finley is in the rarefied at­ 
mosphere of President Ford’s 
Labor Management Committee. 
For textiles there’s the union’s 
president Sol Stetin, a tough 
veteran of the old Jersey textile 
organization days and TWUA’s 
second 
in 
command 
Bill 
DuChessi - a power in George 
Many’s COPE though DuChessi 
was a dedicated McGovern 
man. 
At this point one can only 
conjure with the odds. And they 
indicate that the new com­ 
bination will have the money, the 
manpower and the motivation 
to launch hard-hitting assaults 
on a vast front, especially the 
South. 
They’ll 
use 
all 
the 
sophisticated weapons labor has 
perfected since FDR went into 
antiquity -these are the new 
legions of black and white 
workers, 
the 
ever-present 
Committee 
on 
Political 
Education, 
modern 
com­ 
munication and new leaders. 
If the drive is launched after 
the consolidation, this will be the 
first , widespread unionization 
offensive in decades. It may not 
roll for a while. But if it rolls as 
it did in the ‘30s, the national 
impact and the headlines will be 
bigger than you think. 
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Behold, man

FBI, IRS and 
State D epartm ent for any files 
they 
had 
on 
me 
under 
the 
Freedom of Information Act, I 
waited 
anxiously for them 
to 
arrive. The first envelope, after 
a 20day w ait, cam e from the 
CIA. I 
must say I w as 
disap­ 
pointed becau se I expected a 
much bulkier package. After all, 
I had been stationed abroad for 
14 years in P aris and I assum ed 
they had kept daily track of all 
my activities. 
It turns out it was terribly 
m eager pickings. The first item 
w as 
a report from the Soviet 
Union quoting a Moscow radio 
sta tio n 
quoting m e 
about 
som ething 
innocuous 
I 
had 
written about the CIA in my 
column 
I 
only received one 
mention 
in 
the 
th ree-p age 
m em orandum which w as hardly 
worth the price of the Xeroxed 
pages. 
The second piece of paper in 
the file w as a memorandum 
from Cord M eyer Jr. dated June 
9,1964. At that tim e M eyer’s title 
w as Chief of Covert Action Staff. 
I knew M eyer worked for the 
CIA but I w asn ’t sure what he 
did. We used to m eet at parties 
and I w as alw ays sounding off 
about one thing or another just to 
m ake 
it 
look 
as 
if I knew 
som ething 
From the m em o it appeared 
that M eyer had had a con­ 
versation 
with 
Sen. 
E ugene 
McCarthy and m yself. 
M eyer’s 
conversation 
with 
McCarthy had been om itted, but 
m ine w as reported. It said “ Mr. 
Buchwald added that it was his 
feeling that the policy control 
over the agency w as not as close 
as it should be. He cited as an 
extrem e exam ple the claim of 
the Cuban exiles in the recent 
“ Bay ofP igs” that they had been 
encouraged to proceed with the 
invasion even if the White H o ise 
issued contrary orders. I stated 
that 
I 
w as 
not 
personally 
fam iliar w ith the Cuban events, 
but 
it 
w as 
my 
clea r 
un- 
derstandingthat 
no 
such 
in­ 
citem ent to mutiny had ever 
been officially authorized, and 
that it w as inconceiveable to 
think that it had been ” 
That w as it! My entire CIA 
file. One lousy mention of the 
Soviet radio and a stupid con­ 
versation at a party with one of 
the agency’s chief spooks when I 
was probably quotii^ Tim e or 
Newsweek m agazine. Either the 
CIA had no interest in m y ac­ 
tivities or they had held back 
everything from the folder and 
sent me a few cigar ashes 


I was ! iartbroken. If I had 
known 
CordMeyer 
Jr. 
was 
reporting back to headquarters 
on what he heard at parties I 
sure as hell would have com e up 
with som ething more interesting 
than som e idle gossip about the 
Bay of Pigs 


To add insult to injury, the 
next day I received a letter from 
the Internal Revenue Service 
which said: “P lease be advised 
that w e checked the indices of 
the form er Special Service Staff 
an d th e 
B altim o re 
D istrict 
Intelligence 
Gathering 
and 
R etrieval System. These indices 
failed to disclose the existence of 
any record relating to Art Buch­ 
w ald.” 
I couldn’t believe it. Here 1 
was, on e of the forem ost critics 
of the Johnson and Nixon ad­ 
m inistrations, 
and 
the 
IRS 
claim ed it didn’t have one piece 
of derogatory paper on me. 
Before I could digest this I 
heard from Barbara Ennis at 
the State Departm ent. She in­ 
formed m e that if I sent a check

and a letter from George Ball 
asking me if I would like to have 
lunch with him som etim e. You’ll 
have to adm it that isn’t much to 
show 
for 
som eone 
who 
has 
knocked 
the

A m erican foreign policy for a 
quarter of a century. 


So there you have it. In spite of 
the Freedom of Information Act, 
it’s 
obvious 
no 
one 
in 
the 
governm ent wants to tell me 
w hat they really have in their 
files on m e. The big question is 
why? Is the stuff so hot that no 
one will take the responsibility 
for releasing it? Or perhaps the 
true files are in 
still another 
com puter which the CIA, IRS 
and

don’t 
know 
about. 
I 
can ’t 
believe 
som eone who has had as ex­ 
citing and m eaningful a life as I 
have would be so totally ignored 
by 
the 
intelligence-gathering 
agencies of the United States. 
My only ace in the hole is that 
I 
still 
haven’t 
heard 
from 
C larence K elley at the FBI. 
Knowing 
J. 
Edgar 
H oover’s 
penchant for details, I’m certain 
when the FBI sends over its files 
on m e, it’ll have to deliver them 
in a U-Haul. I can hardly w ait, 
because I want to see if the 
F B I’s reports on m y sex life are 
as terrific as m ine

WASHINGTON - Yesterday 
w e 
reported

C ongress what he knows about 
corruption in the Philippines. 
Today we can reveal the story 
that M arcos tried to cover up. It 
is another W atergate scandal, 
Philippine version -- a story of 
high crim es and m isdem eanors, 
ranging from abuse of power to 
m isuse of governm ent funds. 
The story is told in a 24-page 
m em o, which M ijares subm itted 
to 
the 
House 
International 
Organizatinos subcom m ittee. In 
the m em o, he freely confesses 
his own dirty work for Marcos. 
The memo details how Marcos 
won re-election jn 1969 using 
so m e of the sa m e tactics that 
Richard Nixon picked up in 1972. 
M ijares describes the M arcos 
cam paign 
as 
“ the 
dirtiest 
election 
ever 
held 
in 
the 
Philippines.” 
M arcos used “goons, guns and 
gold,” 
his 
form er 
confidant 
charges, to win the 1969 election. 
The strategy w as to create an 
atm osphere 
of 
disturbance, 
which called for M arcos’ strong 
hand to control. 
The 
Philippine 
president, 
according to the m em o, “had 
m ilitary personnel infiltrate the 
ranks of dem onstrators to ex­ 
plode bombs in their midst and 
to instigate the dem onstrators 
into 
com m itting 
acts 
of 
violen ce.” 
Philippine 
air 
force 
in­ 
filtrators 
alleged ly 
lobbed 
“ heavy explosives in front of the 
(U.S.) consular o ffices,” and 
“ arm ed 
forces 
psychological 
w arfare 
units” 
conducted 
bombing 
on 
M anila’s 
water 
system , city 
hall and the 
bathroom of the Constitutional 
Convention. The violence was 
“ later blamed by Mr. Marcos on 
the M aoist People’s A rm y.” 
The 
incidents 
that Marcos 
secretly 
encouraged, 
M ijares 


alleges, 
had 
their 
innocent 
victim s. When a bomb exploded 
inside a departm ent store, for 
exam ple, “ a fam ily man who 
was buying a gift for a child 
observing 
its 
birthday 
was 
blown to bits.” A conscience- 
stricken police sergeant later 
confessed he had planted the 
bomb 
“on 
superior orders,” 
claim s M ijares. 
To im prove his press notices, 
Marcos 
allow ed 
“ heavy 
borrowings from the Philippine 
Bank,” according to the m em o, 
so a 
toady could buy up a 
“ media em p ire.” A llegedly, the 
pro-Marcos 
m edia 
even 
collected “part of their salaries 
... 
from 
the president’s con­ 
tingent fund. ” 
These tactics worked so well, 
charges M ijares, that the re­ 
elected M arcos continued using 
them to take over dictatorial 
power. 
Under 
the Philippine 
constitution, 
M arcos 
was 
lim ited to two term s, but he had 
no intention of retiring. 
He continued to whip up a 
crisis 
fever. 
He 
staged 
“ a 
supposed 
landing 
of 
combat 
weapons,” for exam ple, “along 
the coast of D igoyo.” M ijares 
claim s 
the 
weapons 
were 
planted by “ a special operations 
group of trusted m ilitary m en ,” 
but Marcos loudly blamed “a 
foreign pow er” 
and 
“M aoist 
guerrillas.” 
There was also a faked am ­ 
bush, 
M ijares 
charges, 
in­ 
volving a Philippine official’s 
car. By exploiting these ind- 
cidents, M arcos had the country 
psy' iiologically ready for his 
proe.amation of m artial law. 
With 
a 
great 
show 
of 
benevolence, he proclaim ed a 
so-called “ sm iling m artial law .” 
He quickly restored order and 
gave the citizenry respite from 
turmoil. But he also closed down 
opposition 
new spapers 
and 
jailed recalcitrant editors and 
rivals. 
Marco6 asked a Constitutional 
Convention to put a stam p of 
legitim acy 
upon 
his 
dic­ 
tatorship. 
But 
when 
the 
delegates showed a little in­ 
dependence, the m em o states, 
he 
“caused 
the 
arrest 
and 
detention in m ilitary stockades 
of 
delegates” 
and 
“bribed 


floor leaders of the convention 
with money and favors.” 
To 
m ake 
doubly sure 
the 
convention 
gave 
M arcos the 
powers 
he 
w anted, 
alleges 
M ijares, 
the 
results 
“ w ere 
manufactured 
by 
a 
group 
headed 
by 
the 
president’s 
favorite 
brother-in-law, 
Gov. 
Benjam in R om ualdez.” 


M ijares 
had 
personal 
knowledge that the convention 
vote w as rigged, 
he w rites, 
because “ I w as a m em ber of 
that group.” Just as John Dean 
later confessed his role in the 
Nixon 
scandals, 
M ijares 
describes how he ordered the 
takeover of a newspaper, in­ 
vestigated an A ssociated P ress 
reporter, 
prepared 
phony 
stories on revolutionaries and 
com m itted other outrages on 
M arcos’ orders. 
The Mijares m em o then tells 
how M arcos’ “ m ilitary regim e 
has gone absolutely corrupt.” 
The dictator parcelled out to his 
cronies the licenses to sm uggle 
in luxury goods and to sm uggle 
out sugar, copra, lum ber and 
cem ent, 
charges 
M ijares. 
M ilitary supporters have been 
given 
fabulously 
lucrative 
rackets in Manila to run as they 
please, he adds. 
Through front men, according 
to M ijares, Marcos has taken 
over 
agricultural 
lands 
in 
northern Luzon, the V isaysas 
and 
Mindanao. 
He 
also 
allegedly 
controls 
oil 
con­ 
cessions, 
a 
huge 
export 
business, a free trade zone in 
M ariveles and even a claim on 
som e 
buried 
World 
W arll 
Japanese treasure in the Sierra 
Madre. 


M ijares 
also 
claim s 
that 
M arcos has m isused som e of the 
$100 million in U.S. aid he gets 
each year. The greatest part of

Chinese rockets 
and fire­ 
crackers are being imported 
for bicentennial displays sched­ 
uled in 1976 as the United 
States celebrates its 200th birth­ 
day, the owner of the nation’s 
largest fireworks supplier says. 
Fireworks also will be sup­ 
plied by England—America’s 
foe in the War of 1812 when 
Francis Scott Key wrote the 
“Star-Spangled 
Banner’ ’—as 
well as from France, Canada, 
Taiwan, Japan, Macao, Brazil 
and 
other South 
American 
countries, he adds. 
“We’re kind of in the unique 
position of celebrating our 200th 
anniversary—at least in part— 
with fireworks made in the 
world’s biggest communistic 
country,” says Patrick Moriar- 
ty, owner of Pyrotronics Inc. in 
suburban Anaheim. 
“The capacity of the domes­ 
tic manufacturers is not suf­ 
ficient to handle the volume of 
business. It is getting more the 
case as we get closer to the bi­ 
centennial in 1976.” 
He estimated that China will 
be the third largest supplier for 
the 
bicentennial 
wingdings, 
with their fireworks expected to 
make up 10 per cent to 15 per

cent of the total consumed in 
red, white and blue displays. 
Japan and Canada will be the 
leaders, he says. 


Pyrotronics, supplier of fire­ 
works for the daily summer 
shows at Disneyland and «Dis­ 
ney World, has been stockpiling 
pyrotechnics for the last two 
years in anticipation of the bi­ 
centennial observances. 
Moriarty says he has been 
importing 
from 
Communist 
China since former President 
Nixon’s visit there in 1972 
opened up trade. 
He describes the Chinese fire­ 
works as excellent. 
“The products the Chinese 
are making are superior to all 
others,” he said. “Their colors 
and their materials are accord­ 
ing to traditional practices.

The case of the

DEAR DR. LAMB — I have a 
daughter who has been a very 
light eater all her life. While 
she was a teenager she ate plen­ 
ty of fruit but few vegetables. 
At college she lived on prac­ 
tically nothing. The dorm 
mothers and roommates were 
always concerned but nothing 
changed. 
A year and a half ago she 
m arried, and I thought she 
would change her eating habits 
cooking for her husband. But, 
the man she married doesn’t 
eat any better than she does. 
Neither one drinks milk or eats 
vegetables. She eats fruit, but 
he eats none at all. 
They like meat and have plen­ 
ty in their diet. Both are school

Even now it is difficult to envision an immigrant less likely to 
succeed. Paine was a drunk, an indolent, he was without specific 
skills and also unreliable. Yet in just over a year he constructed 
the 79 pages of Common Sense which became the gospel of 
American independence. Until that point colonialists were hardly 
united as to separation from Britain, and even many militants 
wavered on all-out war. But Common Sense became the best 
seller of its time (equivalent sales today would be 45 million 
copies) and the issue was joined. “Everything that is right or 
reasonable pleads for separation,” Paine wrote.

Government will appeal decision 
halting beef grading guidelines

government has filed notice of 
its intent to appeal a federal 
court decision halting the im ­ 
plementation of the Department 
of Agriculture's (USDA) new 
beef grading guidelines. 
The notice was filed in U.S. 
District Court here Wednesday 
afternoon, 
according to U.S. 
Atty. Daniel Wherry. 
Wherry said the procedure is 
“sort of a protective notice of 
appeal because we still do not 
have the authority from the so­ 
licitor general to file it." 
How ever. Wherry said he was 
advised by U.S. Justice Depart- 


ment officials to get the notice 
filed. 
He noted that the filing of the 
notice 
does 
not 
necessarily 
mean the appeal will be made. 
' What it does is start the 
time running . . . this will in­ 
sure expedited handling of the 
case," said Wherry. 
At issue is a May 29 decision 
rendered by U.S. District Judge 
Robert V. Denney of Omaha.

Lake 
of the Ozarks 60,000 acres, 
Stockton at 25,000 acres and Bull 
Showls with 
10,(XX) acres in 
Missouri. 
But the fishing pressure on the 
sinuous lake is well-nigh fan­ 
tastic. Will Hanson, fisheries 
biologist with the Department of 
Conservation, recently totalled 
the fishing trips on Taneycomo 
for the year from March, 1974, 
through March, 1975. 
There were 248,788 fishing 
trips-compared 
with 
172,000 
trips in 1970. The 248,788 trips 
averages out to 144 per acre. 
And that compares with an 
average of somewhere between 
10 and 15 for most of the other 
m ajo r 
im p o u n d m e n ts. 
“Sometimes we’ll get up to 20 
per acre when the fishing is real 
good,’’ Hanson says. 
But nothing like the 144 trips 
per

Taneycomo offers. 
To juggle figures for a 
moment: Joseph Horvath, an 
environm ental 
researcher 
fromerly 
at 
Georgia 
State 
university, recently did a study 
on the value of various outdoor 
activities in the southeast. 
More than 9.000 randomly 
selected households said what 
these activities are worth to 
them. The average value of a 
day of fishing in general was 
$42.93, 
and 
for 
cold water 
fishing, like most of the fishing 
in Taneycomo, was $33.58 
On the basis, the value of those 
248,788 fishing trips to the 
participants was $8,454,301.04--a 
pretty valuable fishery indeed. 
The 
m ajor 
reason 
for 
Taneycomo’s popularity is the 
super trout fishery established 
in the cold waters gushing from 
the base of Table Rock Dam 


which is at the upper end of 
Taneycomo. 
In 1974, the Department of 
Conservation 
stocked 
660,000 
rainbow 
trout 
in the lake. 


Another 
225,000 came 
from 
Neosho Federal Hatchery. 
Taneycomo not only is a 
hotbed of fishing, it is a hotbed of 
problems

ROCK PORT-It’s six down 
and maybe 14 to go for the Rock 
Fort elk. 
Especially if he stays out of 
fences in the future Missouri’s 
only free roaming elk still is in 
good condition near here, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Dick 
Sperber, 
Atchison County conservation 
agent. 
The elk recently recovered 
from a deep leg cut probably 
suffering from a collison with a 
fence, but otherwise is in good 


shape. The animal has been in 
the Rock Port area for several 
years. 
Elk can live to 20 or more--a 
hunter in 1937 took one that bore 
an ear tag that proved the 
animal was 25 years old. The 
Rock Fort elk is an estimated 
six years old 
It escaped from an kMa game 
farm in 1971 and made its way 
about 90 miles southwest into 
Atchison County where it has 
been ever since. Elk are a 
protected species in Missouri 
and it is illegal to kill one. 
The Rock Port is a great 
favorite 
of 
the 
citizens 
of 
Atchison County and anyone 
poaching him would be in deep 
difficulty with area residents. 
Missouri had one other elk 
roaming free. It was mistaken 
for a deer and shot in central 
Missouri a few years ago. The 
elk wore a tag indicating it had 


been marked in Yellowstone 
National Park in Wyoming. 
How it came to be in Missouri 
is a mystery that never has been 
solved. 


Department of Conservation 
wildlife managers have said 
they feel introduction of elk to 
Missouri would be a mistake. 
"One elk is a curiosity,” says 
Dean Murphy, assistant Wildlife 
Division chief for the Depart­ 
ment. “Two could be a lot of 
trouble.” 


Elk 
are 
grazing 
animals 
which means they compete with 
cattle for food and they can put a 
deep dent in a haystack in 
winter. 
But Missouri’s single elk is 
inoffensive and welcome. Heisa 
super specimen, estimated to be 
about 1,000 pounds at present- 
and that’s nearing the upper 
limit for elk weight.

Paddlefish 
out of luck 


COLUMBIA-It’s a long way to 
Tipperary, but as far as a baby 
paddlefish is concerned, it can’t 
be any longer fhan the trip to 
Russia. 
For the second straight year, 
the 
Department 
of 
Con­ 
servation, at the request of the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 
has shipped baby paddlefish to 
Russia...and 
for the second 
straight year the shipment has 
gone astray. 
Russia is experimenting with 
the fish, apparently to establish 
a population in some Russian 
rivers in hopes that the fish will 
become a commercial source of 
both meat and caviar. 
Missouri sent 15,000 swim-up 
fry (4-5 days old) last year, but 
the delivery plane had a break­ 
down in Copenhagen, Denmark, 
and the fish were late getting to 
Moscow and many arrived dead. 
This year the shipment of 15,000 
fish was held up in New York for 
48 hours waiting for a Russian 
plane and all were dead by the 
time they got to Moscow. 
“This is our contribution to 
detente,” says Kim Graham, 
paddlefish 
biologist 
for 
the 
Conservation Department. “We 
got a letter in April from the 
Russians 
explaining they are 
introducing the fish to southern 
USSR, mainly as a cultured food 
fish The letter was mailed from 


Russia 
in 
January 
and 
evidentally floated around in 
Washington for four months.” 
Missouri has done more work 
with paddlefish, a relic of pre­ 
historic times, than any other 
state. The largest free world 
population of the fish is in the 
Osage River (and is threatened 
because Harry S. Truman Dam 
will flood the spawning beds). 


The 
only 
com parable 
population is in Red China and 
there isn’t much chance of China 
and Russia getting together on a 
paddlefish experiment. 
Graham and fellow biologist 
Tom Russell are in the midst of 
a three-year study of paddlefish, 
an effort to find some way to 
save the fish. 


Historically 
dams 
have 
spelled trouble for paddlefish. It 
has happened in the Mississippi 
and 
Missouri 
Rivers. 
South 
Dakota still has a population of 
the fish in the Missouri River, 
but large dams have limited 
production. 
Paddlefish spaw ||^aj^ large 
gravel bars during 'pfflods of 
rising water levels. The Osage 
River gravel bars used by the 
fish now will be under lake 
waters.

a recent rain that quiet Sunday. 
No one was sure when he would 
arrive, so there was no wel­ 
coming ceremony.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Pres lent Ford has discovered no 
sure course out of the recession. Only hope. And no way to pre­ 
vent the inflation expected to follow — except stringency. 
He has no program for increasing productivity yet low produc­ 
tivity pushed prices skyward and triggered the recession. 
Trends indicate that major inefficiencies — and outright ob­ 
solescence in wide areas of U.S. industry — will once again in 
1976 and ’77 drive costs to new and intolerable heights. Mr. Ford 
has done little more than toy with this problem. But it could spur 
another recession. 
Mr. Ford likewise has given little thought to easing shortages 
— except the energy shortage which he proposes to solve by 
classical economics. That is, he aims at creating such mammoth 
artificial oil and gasoline scarcities, and such high prices, that all 
of us individually will be forced in desperation to find our own 
solutions. 
Even so, Mr. Ford is so mesmerized by this one shortage that 
he ignores a host of others which most certainly will be more im­ 
mediate in their effects. 
By late 1975 perhaps — and most certainly 1976 and 1977 — the 
lack of sufficient processing plants for a dozen basic metals, 
alloys and other semiprocessed raw materials will be apparent. 
The next inflation, if it comes, will be the result of shortages. 
Shortages will cause industrial and commercial users to bid 
prices up — these higher costs being passed on, of course, to the 
consumer. 
Though industry today is plagued by bad management — and 
weak management — the problem is broader. By his inaction, 
Mr. Ford has indirectly given support to the thesis that profits 
are somehow bad, a philosophy which discourages investment in 
more efficient plants and the expansion necessary to meet future 
demand and to significantly reduce unemployment. Instead, in 
such an atmosphere companies hire more lobbyists to build 
closer contacts with the administration and Congress, hoping to 
share in whatever government-sponsored business there is. They 
hope to hold on to what private business they have, retrenching 
rather than expanding. 
It is true that Mr. Ford has pushed through some income tax 
breaks. Welcome, to be sure, but the type of quickie relief which 
disappears overnight. When the money is gone, we’re back at the 
same stand. Those who have no money can’t spend it. Those who 
have it are so worried about tomorrow they don’t want to spend. 
It is also true that Mr. Ford has given some private advice to 
Arthur Burns, chief of the Federal Reserve System. Mr. Ford, 
quite rightly, wants Burns to expand the money supply at a faster 
rate. But the advice has been so weak that Burns has gone his un­ 
troubled way, and money for expansion or modernization at 
reasonable rates remains difficult to get.

Some independent trucking 
leaders say a nationwide strike 
at the end of July is a real pos­ 
sibility, but many of men who 
drive rigs say they aren’t inter­ 
ested in pulling off the road. 
The truckers say they want 
federal loans to help meet'pay­ 
ments on their rigs, and some 
leaders say another nationwide 
strike is the only way to prod 
the government to action. 
The merits of such a strike 
will be debated during a meet­ 
ing of independent trucking 
leaders in Chicago on July 12. 
But at a favorite truck stop 
along Interstate 70 in Hebron, 
Ohio, trucking leaders and indi­ 
vidual drivers showed little ar­ 
dor for a strike. 
Some said the current reces­ 
sion had dampened their en­ 
thusiasm. Others said they had 
unpleasant memories of the 
violent, 
two-month-long 
1973 
strike that cost two lives, many 
injuries and thousands of lost 
dollars. 
‘‘That strike didn’t accompish 
a damn thing because we were 
lied to by government people 
down the line,” said Les Salsgi- 
ver of Lodi, Ohio, a former 
leader of the Council of Inde­ 
pendent Truckers. The council 
claimed 22,000 members and 
was recognized as the strike 
coordinator. 
Still, some of the truckers are 
militant. 
Millard Holden 
of 
McAllen, Tex., president of the 
Independent Produce Haulers 
of America, has called for a na­ 
tionwide work stoppage July 27. 
“ The concept of strike seems 
to be the only one understood 
by bureaucrats in Washington,” 
Holden said. 
William J. Hill, chairman of 
the National Independent Tru­ 
ckers Unity Committee, said 
government loans are mandato­ 
ry.

Some independent trucking 
leaders say a nationwide strike 
at the end of July is a real pos­ 
sibility, but many of men who 
drive rigs say they aren’t inter­ 
ested in pulling off the road. 
The truckers say they want 
federal loans to help meet pay­ 
ments on their rigs, and some 
leaders say another nationwide 
strike is the only way to prod 
the government to action. 
The merits of such a strike 
will be debated during a meet­ 
ing 
of independent 
trucking 
leaders in Chicago on July 12. 
But at a favorite truck stop 
along Interstate 70 in Hebron, 
Ohio, trucking leaders and indi­ 
vidual drivers showed little ar­ 
dor for a strike. 
Some said the current reces­ 
sion had dampened their en­ 
thusiasm. Others said they had 
unpleasant 
memories of the 
violent, 
two-month-long 
1973 
strike that cost two lives, many 
injuries and thousands of lost 
dollars. 
“ That strike didn’t accompish 
a damn thing because we were 
lied to by government people 
dow n the line,” said Les Salsgi- 
ver of Lodi, Ohio, a former 
leader of the Council of Inde­ 
pendent Truckers. The council 
claimed 22,000 members and 
was recognized as the strike 
coordinator. 
Still, some of the truckers are 
militant. 
Millard 
Holden 
of 
McAllen, Tex., president of the 
Independent Produce Haulers 
of America, has called for a na­ 
tionwide work stoppage July 27. 
“ The concept of strike seems 
to be the only one understood 
by bureaucrats in Washington,” 
Holden said. 
William J. Hill, chairman of 
the National Independent Tru­ 
ckers Unity Committee, said 
government loans are mandato­ 
ry. 
“ Things are getting critical 
and something is going to hap­ 
pen." Hill said after a meeting 
in

with

Q. A rk -M o and Associated 
have quite a few vehicles.
